throw such light and fluid portions of its 
substance as air and water to the further 
side, while the earth's attraction would 
i mtribute to keep the heavy side toward 
us.

It is believed tint eighty million 
rabbits a year are killed in New Zealand 
by professional rabbit huntcts v Ith tbeir 
appliances 
Making the best of the mis- 


fortune', the skins of the pests were turned 
into an article of commerce as material 
for furs, and one of the markets ii the 
United States, which fact has caused tbe 
Consul to tell the story.

who had bought a girl in this way sold 
her on going1 iway to a missionary. The 
Hawaiiaos deny tb»t this is slavery, but 
.practically there Is little jdifference; so, 
at least $ay!(tl& Sun Francisco Chrmide.

Mr. Reeves 
is Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Citizens' Committee of One Hun- 
dred, and Mr Carson was last fall the 
Independent Republican candidate for 
City Commissioner, and is one of the 
most prominent representatives of the 
Independent Republican cause.

An editorial in last Monday's Record,

It is no uncommon thing to find 
patients, particularly women, who take 
to their beds on the least occasion. They 
are lacking in energy, resolution and 
pluck. Every toe ache passes-for inflam- 
matory rheumatism, every stitch in the 
side for heart disease, and every pin-boil 
for a cancer. They magnify their ail- 
ments until their physical weaknesses 
outgrow their power to combat them , 
gradually they give way to the enemy, 
until they occupy their beds most of the 
time. It naturally follows that the lon- 
ger they stay in bed the more they in- 
crease- what illness they really have. 
Nature has no chance, and physicians are 
often unable to cure a disease that would 
have little existence but for the habits of 
the patient. 
When this condition has 


lasted as long as sixteen years it is not 
unreasonable that the bedridden person 
should be regarded as permanently dis- 
eased. He or she acquiesces in the gen- 
eral opinion, and either pins faith to 
successive indifferent, ignorant or un- 
privtoiplod phyciniano or oleo diooKargca 
the doctors in a kind of despair. Many 
of these lymphatic people remain in this 
condition until old age others die earlier

As soon as it is produced the

Evidently to call such a cure a miracle is 
a misnomer. It is the result of prayer by' 
the change wrought in the patient's faith, 
energy and determination, but the prayer 
did. not give the power to walk, it only 
gave the person confidence that walkinj 
was possible. 


Although, tfaeiefore, the supernatural 


elements of such cures may be disregard- 
ed, it would be unjust to refuse credit to 
the power of prayer. Very often the 
people who have become too helpless to 
make any struggle toward improved 
health cannot be reached by uny ordinary 
argument or advice. 
As indicated <1)y 


their conduct, their minds are rarely 
capable of strong, haalthy action, and 
they are likely to be of the emotional 
rather than the reasoning type 
Their 


emotions generally misguide them into 
the belief that there is no use in trying 
to get well. But once place them under 
religious excitement, and allow the feftor 
of religious faith to work in their minds, 
and their mental capacity for action is 
greatly increased. They are then readily 
susceptible to the prayer cure, and the 
prayers are entitled to the full glory of 
the result. While the idea that a special 
dispensation has been accorded in re- 
sponse to prayer may be entirely errone- 
ous, therefore it would be equally unjust 
not to give to the prayers the credit of 
curing the patient by reflex action on the 
patient's mind. There are very many in- 
stances where other results have been 
achieved by prayer exactly in the same 
manner, and as an encouragement to 
manly and energetic action there is no 
doubt that prayer has a much wider influ- 
ence than is generally supposed. 
But 


direct miracles as the result of prayer do 
not (tad many believers nowadays, and 
the claims set up for the recognition of 
such affairs as miracles usually do more 
harm than good.

Bulky volumes have been written to 
show wherein consist correctness of lit- 
erary style, and to establish the principles 
on which spoken or written speech de- 
pends for its force as an instrument of 
persuation or simply as a means of com- 
municating ideas. But the rhetoricians 
have done very little toward the develop- 
ment of a coherent "philosophy of style," 
or towards the establishment of a crite- 
rion by which the essential characters of 
style may be determined. Herbert Spencer 
supplies this defect, by applying to the 
subject the principles and methods that 
have been found so effectual in natural 
science. 
He has in short, developed the 


essential laws of style; and his brief and 
compendious treatise will be read with 
pleasure and profit by all. 


—Mr. Miller, of Philadelphia, and one 


of the directors of the Bristol Gas Light 
Company, was in Bristol last Friday 
night and expressed himself as much 
pleased with the quality of gas used here.

Preparations are making to put a Tiver- 
ton, R. I.,.steamer iqto the catching, the 
fish to be manufactured into oil and 
guano and diverted from their use as 
food. 
They are now 100 menhaden 


steamers, and if the experiment is suc- 
cessful all will engage in mackerel catch- 
ing. The employment of these steamers 
has undoubtedly driven off the menhaden, 
and the same effect will be produced on 
the mackerel. There is a general feeling 
that stringent laws should be at once en- 
acted for the protection of the mackerel 
fishery, which gives employment to thous- 
ands, and is an important food industry. 


—The students in the leading colleges 


in the country are, as a rule, past their 
"teens" when they graduate. The aver- 
age of the last graduating class at Yale 
was 22 years and S months, the age of the 
youngest member being 20 years and 1 
month, and the oldest 39 years and S 
months.
